Section 1. PURPOSE OF THIS ORDINANCE. 
The purpose of this ordinance is: 


; A. To establish a “Cable Television Monitoring Office" within the 
City Clerk's Office, which shall act as the Municipal Complaint Office, pursuant 
to § 10 of the City Franchise Agreement. The Office shall resolve 
disagreements between franchisee and subscribers, public users, or private 
users of cable television in the City of Newark. 


B. The powers and duties vested in the Office pursuant to this section 
shall be subject to the legislative authority of the Council and State statute. 


Section 2. DEFINITIONS. 


For the purpose of this ordinance, the following terms, phrases, 
words and the derivations thereof shall have the meaning given herein unless 
the context clearly indicates otherwise. 


A. The terms "Cable Television System", "Cable Company", and "CATV", 
mean a non-broadcast facility consisting of a set of transmission paths and 
associated signals generation, reception, and control equipment under common 
ownership and control, that distributes, or is designed to distribute to 
subscribers, the signals of 1 or more television broadcast stations including © 
any ancillary service offered by the franchisee. 


B. The term "City" means the City of Newark, County of Essex in 
the State of New Jersey. 


C. The term "City Clerk" means the City Clerk of the City of Newark. 


D. The term "Council" means the Municipal Council of the City of 
Newark. 


E£. The terms "Federal Communications Commission" and "FCC" mean 
the federal agency as presently constituted by the Communications Act of 1934 
(47 U.S.C. 151 et seq.). 


F. The term "franchisee" means the natural person, partnership, 
domestic and foreign corporation, association, joint venture, or organization 
of any kind granted a franchise by the Council under this chapter and its lawful 
successor, transferee, or assignee. 


G. The term "Office" means the Cable Television Monitoring Office 
established by this ordinance. 


H. The term "subscriber" means a member of the general public in 
the City of Newark who receives broadcast programming and any ancillary service 
distributed by a cable television system and does not further distribute it. 


Section 3. SCOPE OF SERVICES. 


A. The Office shall be the monitoring agency within the City 
responsible for receiving, processing and mediating subscriber complaints, 
for the resolution and settlement of complaints and disputes between such 
subscribers and the cable television company in accordance with N.J.S.A. 
48:5A-26, N.J.A.C. 14:17-7.1. 
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1. In carrying out the mandate contained in subsection (A), the 
Office shall have the power per the approval and under the 
direction of the City Clerk and legislative authority of the 
Municipal Council to establish procedures and methocs by which 
such complaints shall be received, processed and acted upon 
pursuant to N.J.S.A. 48:5A-26 and which are necessary to effectuate 
the charge to promote and protect the public interest in cable 
television. All rules shall be issued by the Office in accordance 
with the Federal Communications Commission, FCC Rules and 
Regulations, Section 76.1 et seq., 47 C.F.R. 419 et seq. (1972) 
as amended, the Federal Cable Communications Policy Act of 1984, 
the Cable Television Act, N.J.S.A. 48:5A-1 et seq., the New Jersey 
Administrative Code, Chapter 14, Subchapter 17 and 18, and shall 
be approved by the Council. 


B. The Office shall monitor franchisee compliance with the provisions 
of local, state and federal law and any cable television franchise agreement 
entered into with the City. 


C. The Office shall conduct periodic evaluations of the cable system 
with the cooperation of the franchisee, pursuant thereto, make recommendations 
through the City Clerk to the Council for amendments to this ordinance or to 
the franchise agreement.

c. A summary of the franchisee's responsiveness to customer service 
problems and inquiries and their resolution. 


1. A Data Log shall be maintained by the Office listing every 
subscriber complaint and the disposition thereof. Said log 
shall be documented in a monthly summary report and available 
for inspection in the Office of the City Clerk. 


d. Documentation of the franchisees Affirmative Action hiring 
practices by job category and the number of City residents 
employed. 


2. An annual report shall be published by the City Clerk and 
made available for public inspection in the Office of the City Clerk. 


Section 4. DUTIES OF COMPLIANCE OFFICER. 


Within the Office there shall be a compliance officer who shall have 
the general duties of maintaining the office, including scheduling matters 
before the Office, maintaining records, and such other duties as may be assigned 
to him or her by the Municipal Clerk, or as may be required by law. 


Section 5. OFFICE LOCATION AND HOURS. 
The Cable Television Monitoring Office is located at 920 Broad Street, 
Newark, New Jersey 07102. The Office shall operate during the hours of 8:30 


A.M. and 4:30 P.M., Monday through Friday, except municipal holidays. The 
office shall have a publicly listed telephone number. 


Section 6. SUBSCRIBER NOTIFICATION. 


A. The Cable Television Company shall provide to each subscriber 
at the time of his becoming a subscriber and at least quarterly in each calendar 
year thereafter while he remains a subscriber the following: 
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1. Notice of the procedures for reporting and resolving complaints. 


2. Notice of the identity, location and phone number of this office 
as required by N.J.S.A. 48:5A-26(c). 


Section 7. SEPARABILITY. 


If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or portion of 
this ordinance is for any reason declared invalid or unconstitutional, in whole 
or in part, by any court of federal or state agency of competent jurisdiction, 
such portion shall be deemed a separate, distinct and independent provision 
and such holding shall not affect the validity of the remaininc portions hereof.

"On April 3, 1991 the Municipal Council convened a 
special meeting to consider an inérease in taxi rates in the 
City of Newark. The last rate increase occurred in 1982. The 
Municipal Council has been requested to consider a 10% 
increase. Based upon the evidence presented on April 3, 1991 
the Municipal Council makes the following findings of facts: 


1. Since the last rate increase in 1982 taxicab 
owners and drivers have experienced significant increases in 
the price of liability insurance. In 1986 the insurance rates 
were $5,947.00 and increased in 1990 to $8,127.00 roughly 
37.5%. 

2. There has been an increase in the cost to 
maintain and operate motor vehicles. In 1986, the cost to 
operate a vehicle was $11,836.00 and in 1938 the amount 
increased to $13,364.00. 


3. The consumer price index has steadily increased 
while taxi rates have remained the same. The percentage 
increase in the CPI from 1986 to 1990 was 23%. 


4. Many of the taxi cabs operating in the City are 
rented and the cost has increased by approximately 28.8% from 
1986 to 1990. ($35.00 to $45.00). 


5. Newark's metered taxi rates and flat rates from 
Newark International Airport are among the lowest in the area 
while the cost of liability insurance is the highest for 
vehicles operating in the City. 


Based upon the aforementioned findings of fact and 
presentation from the Division of Taxi Cabs, the Municipal 
Council finds that a 10% increase is reasonable and just."

The decision of the Board of Adjustment was based on 
the following factual findings: © 


1. The applicant's lot is located on the east side 
of Ridge Street north of Bloomfield Avenue. It is 
approximately 23' x 100' in size and on it is a two-family 
dwelling. The area within a 200 foot radius is composed 
principally of stores and dwellings and a school. 


2. The office for nursing services business is not 
client intensive as it supplies hospitals including Columbia 
and St. Michaels with nurses. 


3. There will be three employees for the business. 
4. The owner and applicant are the same person. 


5. The applicant will live on site on the second 
floor. 


The Board of Adjustment further determined that the 
relief requested by the applicant can be granted without 
detrimental effect as such will enable the applicant to supply 
beneficial services to the community. 


Under present law the Newark City Council as the 
governing body, has the authority to make a de nove review of 
the record established before the Board of Adjustment and make 
its own decisi n in this matter, subject only to the 
requirement that its findings and conclusions are supported by 
the record. Kessler_vs. Bowker, 174 N.J. Super 478 (A.D. 
1979). The Counril is directly responsible to the citizenry 
and has the righ to apply its' own expertise and knowledge of 
the community an. make a final evaluation based on the record © 
created before the Board of Adjustment.

The City Clerk: The following ordinance was adopted on first reading, advertised 


in accordance with law and a hearing date set. It is now before you for public 
hearing, second reading and final passage: 


Ordinance to supplement Title 24, Transportation, of the Revised Ordinances 


of the City of Newark, New Jersey, 1966, as amended and supplemented to include 
a New Chapter, 2, Autocabs, Limousine and Livery Service (That regulates the 
operation of autocabs, limousine and livery services in the City of Newark). 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY: 
; Section 1. Title 24, Transportation, of the Revised 
Ordinances of the city of Newark, 1966, as amended and 


supplemented, be and the same is hereby supplemented by adding a 
new chapter to read as follows: 


Chapter 2. Autocabs, Limousine and 
Livery Service. 
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24:2-1. Definitions. 
As used in this chapter: 


(a) “Autocab" means and includes any automobile or motor car, 
other than a taxicab or bus, with a carrying capacity of not more 
than nine (9) passengers, not including the driver, used in the 
business of carrying passengers for hire which is held out, 
announced or advertised to operate or run or which is operated or 
run over any of the streets or public highways in the City of 
Newark, and which is hired by charter or for a particular contract 
or by the day or hour or after fixed period, or to transport 
passengers to a specified place or places, or which charges a fare 
or price agreed upon in advance between the operator and the 
passenger. This definition shall not include limousines and medical vans. 


(b) “Autocab license" means a license issued for the vehicle 
by the Commission to the owner(s) of the autocab. 


(c) "Business Administrator" means the Business Administrator 
of the City of Newark. 


(a) "Certificate" means a certificate of compliance issued 
by the Clerk of the City of Newark upon the filing of the required 
insurance policy or bond. 


(e) “City Clerk" means the Clerk of the City of Newark. 


(£) "Commission" means the Taxicab Commission within the 
Police Department of the City of Newark. 


(g) "Corporation Counsel" means the Corporation Counsel of 
the City of Newark. 


(h) "Division" means the Taxicab Division within the Police 
Department of the City of Newark. 


(i) "Driver" means a person to whom a driver's license has 
been issued. 


(3) "Driver's License" means a license issued by the 
Commission to persons who meet the Commission's qualifications of 
a for-hire driver of an autocab. 


(k) "Holder" means a person to whom an autocab license has 
been issued. 


(1) “Limousine or livery service" means and includes the 
business of carrying passengers for hire by autocabs. 


(m) "Manager" means the Manager of the Taxicab Division. 


(n) "Person" means and includes any individual, 
copartnership, association, corporation or joint stock company, 
their lessee, trustees or receivers appointed by any court 
whatsoever. 


(o) “Principal place of business" means the place or location 
of the business within the City of Newark where the autocabs are 
dispatched, stored and/or parked. 


24:2-2. Autocab License & Certificate of Compliance required. 


No person shall operate or permit an autocab owned or 
controlled by him or her to be operated as an autocab upon the 
streets of the City of Newark without first obtaining an autocab 
license and a driver's license from the Division; a certificate of 
compliance from the City Clerk; and livery plates from the Division 
of Motor Vehicles (DMV). 
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24:2-3. Principal place of business; requirements. 


No person shall operate or permit an autocab owned or 
controlled by him or her to be operated as an autocab upon the 
streets of the City of Newark unless the principal place of his or 
her autocab business is in the City of Newark. Said principal 
place of business can only be located in those districts permitted 
by local zoning ordinances and shall not be combined with any 
residential property and/or any other business. All autocabs shall 
be garaged and shall not be stored and/or parked on the streets of 
the City of Newark. 


24:2-4. Expiration date and fees. 


(a) The term of each autocab license and driver's license 
issued by the Taxicab Division shall not exceed one (1) year and 
shall expire on March 31st of each year. 


(b) The annual license fee for the owner to operate each 
autocab in the City of Newark shall be $250.00. However, the fee 
for any license issued in September or anytime thereafter before 
the expiration date of March 31st of any given year shall be 
$125.00. Said fee shall be made payable to the Taxicab Division. 


(c) The annual license fee for each driver (other than the 
owner) to operate an autocab in the City of Newark shall be $50.00. 
Said fee shall be made payable to the Taxicab Division. 


(d) Such license fees shall be in addition to the $25.00 fee 
made payable to the City Clerk for the certificate of compliance 
issued by the City Clerk and any other fees or charges established 
by the City of Newark which are applicable to autocabs. 


(e) The autocab license fee, driver's license fee and the fee 
for the certificate of compliance shall be payable upon the 
presentation of the application. In the event that the license is 
denied or the application is withdrawn, all fees shall be returned 
less the sum of $50.00 for filing costs (i.e., $25.00 each for the 
filing cost shall be retained by the Taxicab Division and the City 
Clerk). 


24:2-5. Insurance required. 


(a) In order to insure the safety of the public, it shall be 
unlawful for any person to operate or cause or permit an autocab 
to be operated, nor shall any autocab license or certificate of 
compliance be issued until an insurance policy in compliance with 
N.J.S.A. 48:16-13 to 48:16-22 has been approved by the Corporation 
Counsel. Said insurance policy shall name the City of Newark as 
an additional insured and contain therein an endorsement indicating 
that their principal place of business is within the City of 
Newark. Upon the issuance of said license, the original insurance 
policy shall thereupon be filed forthwith with the Office of the 


City Clerk. 


(b) Any license issued hereunder shall only be effective for 
as long as the insurance policy remains in force and in accordance 
with the statutory amounts. In the event that the insurance is 
cancelled, the autocab license shall terminate on the effective 
date of the cancellation, unless the insurance has been reinstated 
and a withdrawal of the cancellation or a new policy of insurance 
has been submitted to the City Clerk prior thereto for the 
remainder of the license term. 


(c) Said insurance policy must provide therein that it shall 
not be cancelled except upon 20 days prior written notice to the 
Manager of the Division. 
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24:2-6. Issuance of Certificate of Compliance; display. 


(a) Upon approval of the insurance policy by the Corporation 
Counsel, the City Clerk shall issue a certificate of compliance in 
duplicate to the applicant showing that he has complied with the 
terms and provisions of N.J.S.A. 48:16-14. 


_, (b) The duplicate of said certificate shall be filed with the 
Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV) before such vehicle is registered 
as an autocab, limousine or livery service. 


(c) The original certificate shall be posted in a conspicuous 
place within the autocab. 


24:2-7. Application procedure; information required; renewals. 


(a) An application for an autocab license shall be made by 
the owner, lessee, bailee or driver of the autocab and shall be 
filed with the Manager of the Division upon forms provided by the 
Division, together with the autocab license fee of $250.00, the 
driver's license fee of $50.00, if applicable, and the $25.00 fee 
for the certificate of compliance. Said application shall be 
verified under oath and shall contain the following information: 


(1) Name and legal address of the applicant; 


(2) Residence addresses for the past three 
(3) years; 

(3) Age, height, color of eyes and hair; 

(4) Place and date of birth; 

(5) Marital status; 

(6) Previous employment and employers for 
the past three (3) years; 

(7) Whether the applicant has ever been 
convicted of a crime punishable by more 
than one year imprisonment or a violation 
of this Chapter; 

(8) Whether his or her driver's license, 
issued by any state, foreign country or 
municipality, has been suspended or revoked 
for any cause, and the particulars thereof; 

(9) The name of the owner and driver of the autocab, 
limousine 
or livery service and the applicant's relationship 
to said person; 

(10) The year, type, vin # and model of the autocab 
for which the license is desired; 

(11) The number of passengers the autocab is capable 
of transporting; 

(12) The principal place of business of the autocab, 
limousine or livery service; 

(13) Any other pertinent information or documenta- 
tion requested by the Manager of the Division. 


(b) Upon an initial application for an autocab license and 
driver's license, the applicant shall submit to fingerprinting by 
the Newark Police Department. 


(c) Each application must be accompanied by a certificate 
from a licensed and practicing physician of the State of New 
Jersey, certifying that the applicant has been examined on a 
certain date, within sixty (60) days prior to the filing of the 
application; and that, in his or her professional opinion, the 
applicant is of sound physique, with good eyesight, not subject to 
epilepsy, vertigo, heart trouble, or any other infirmity of body 
or mind which might make the applicant unfit to safely operate an 
autocab and/or put the safety of a passenger(s) in jeopardy. 
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(da) Each application shall be accompanied by four (4) 
passport-size photographs of the applicant taken within thirty. (30) 
days of the application (front view size: 2x2 inches). 


(e) Each application shall be accompanied by an original and 
one copy of a current insurance policy in accordance with the 
requirements of this Chanter and the Laws of the State of New 
Jersey. 


(£) At the time of application the owner of the autocab, 
limousine or livery service shall execute a Power of Attorney 
appointing the chief fiscal officer of the City of Newark as his 
true and lawful attorney for the purpose of acknowledging service 
of any process for indemnity under the policy, which shall be 
filed, together with the insurance policy with the City Clerk. 


(g) The annual application for renewal of an autocal license 
shall be filed wit’: the Division no later than 30 days prior to the 
expiration date ot said license. 


24:2-8. Minimum qualifications. 


No autocab license or driver's license shall be issued unless 
the applicant shall: 


(a) Furnish satisfactory evidence that he or she is the 
holder, for at least one (1) year prior to the date of application, 
of a valid automobile driver's license issued by the New Jersey 
Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV); 


(b) Is at least eighteen (18) years of age; 


(c) Has been a legal resident of New Jersey for one (1) 
year or more; 


(a) Is able to read, write and speak the English 
Language; 


(e) Is a citizen or legal resident alien of the United 
States; 


(f) Furnish written proof that the applicant is the 
owner, lessee, employee, agent or servant of the owner of the 
autocab, limousine or livery service; 


(g) Obtain a certificate of compliance from the City 
Clerk. 


(h) No autocab license or driver's license shall be 
issued unless the applicant thereof has completed an annual 
orientation class(es) provided by the Division. All drivers shall 
be required to attend subsequent orientation classes once every 
three (3) years if offered. 


24:2-9. Investigation of Applicant; consideration. 


(a) Upon the filing of an application for an autocab 
license and driver's license, the Manager of the Division shail 
refer the same to the Newark Police Department which shall conduct 
an investigation of each applicant for an autocab license and 
driver's license. The applicant's photo and fingerp~ints, where 
required, shall be forwarded to the Newark Police “cepartment's 
Bureau of Records and Identification. A report of such 
investigation and a copy of the traffic and police record of the 
applicant, if any, shall be attached to the application and 
returned for the consideration of the Commission. 
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(b) The Manager of the Division and/or Commission shall 
consider the application, the police investigation report, the 
physician's certificate and any other documentation required to be 

‘attached thereto, the character, driving experience and 
responsibility of the applicant and any other relevant facts 
whatsoever and shall approve or reject the application. However, 
no autocab license or driver's license shall be issued until a 
written police investigation report is received from the Newark 
Police Department's Bureau of Records and Identification, showing 
the result of the investigation of the applicant's prior police 
history, if any, through an examination of the fingerprints. If 
a delay of more than thirty (30) days is encountered between the 
date of fingerprinting and the receipt of the results of a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) or a New Jersey State Police 
fingerprint check, the Manager of the Division may issue the 
applicant a temporary license for a period not to exceed six (6) 
months based on a check through the fingerprints on file with the 
Newark Police Department. If, when received by the Division, all 
results of fingerprint checks by the FBI and the New Jersey State 
Police show that the applicant is unfit to obtain a license, the 
Division may immediately revoke the applicant's license. 


(c) If the application is rejected, the applicant may 
make a written request, within thirty (30) days of such rejection 
for a hearing before the Commission to offer evidence why the 
application should be reconsidered. 


24:2-10. Issuance of Autocab License and Driver's License; 
contents; display. 


Upon approval of an application for an autocab license 
and driver's license by the Manager and/or Commission, the Manager 
shall issue the license to the applicant. The license shall bear 
the name, signature and photo of the applicant. It shall also 
contain the City of Newark's license number and bear the signature 
of the Manager of the Division, together with a notice that in case 
of a complaint, the Division shall be notified of the autocab 
driver's license number and/or driver's license number. 


Upon receipt, the autocab driver shall display the 
autocab license, together with the driver's license, on the left 
visor or on top of the right side of the dashboard in full view of 
any passenger(s) in the rear seat of said autocab at all times. 


24:2-11. Transfer of Autocab License and Driver's License; 
transfer fee; license not subject to hypothecation. 


(a) No autocab license may be sold assigned or otherwise 
transferred without the consent of the Manager upon the 
recommendation of the Commission. A license may be transferred to 
another person to be used in a bona fide operation of an autocab 
business, with the consent of the Manager upon the recommendation 
of the Commission upon the filing of an application as provided in 
section 24:2-5 of these Revised Ordinances and upon payment of a 
transfer fee of $250.00 and the $25.00 fee for the Certificate of 
Compliance. 


(b) In the case of a transfer to a corporation, a copy 
of the certificate of incorporation issued by the State of New 
Jersey and the name of its registered agent shall also be filed; 
provided that if a corporation wishes to transfer an autocab 
license to another corporation to be used in a bona fide operation 
of an autocab business, and not less than seventy-five percent 
ownership of each corporation rests with the same person or group 
of person, then upon application and upon filing of a certificate 
of incorporation issued by the State of New Jersey and the name of 
its registered agent, and the consent of the Manager upon 
recommendation of the Commission and upon payment of an 
administrative fee of $50.00, the license shall be transferred. 
No transfer may be made during the month of November. 
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(c) No autocab license shall be assigned, mortgaged, 
pledged or otherwise transferred to secure a debt, loan, advance 
or other financing transaction, unless such assignment, mortgage, 
Pledge or other security arrangement is first approved by the 
Manager upon the recommendation of the Commission. 


(d) Approval of such transfers shall not be unreasonably 
withheld. 


(e) All driver's licenses are non-transferable. 


24:2-12. Autocab license holder's responsibility for operation. 


Every holder of an autocab license shall be responsible 
for the operation of any autocab for which the license has been 
granted regardless of the legal relationship between such holder 


and the driver of said autocab. 
24:2-13. Autocab rules and regulations; safety requirements. 


Autocab rules and regulations, maintenance and safety 
requirements shall be promulated by the Manager upon the 
recommendation of the Commission as he shall deem necessary. 


24:2-14. Autocab inspection; display of inspection sticker. 


(a) Prior to the use and operation of any autocab under 
the provisions of this Chapter, said autocab must pass the state 
(DMV) inspection first, and then said autocab shall be thoroughly 
examined and inspected by the Division and must be found to comply 
fully with such reasonable rules and regulations of the Division. 
New autocabs may use dealer inspection stickers if the vehicle is 
purchased in New Jersey. 


(b) Every autocab operating under the provisions of this 
Chapter shall be inspected not less than every three (3) months by 
the Division to insure the continued maintenance of safe operating 
conditions and full compliance of the autocab with the requirements 
of this section and the rules and regulations. All autocabs shall 
have affixed, by the Division, on the rear right window of said 
autocab, a sticker showing an approved inspection. 


(c) The Division shall maintain a record of all such 
inspections. 


(a) No autocab shall be operated upon the streets of the 
City of Newark without having affixed thereto, as herein provided, 
a current inspection sticker of such approval. 


24:2-15. Autocab must be clean and sanitary; penalty; display 
of other stickers prohibited. 


(a) Every autocab operating under this Chapter shall be 
kept in a clean and sanitary condition in accordance with the rules 
and regulations promulgated by the Manager. 


(b) When an autocab shall be found to be in an unclean 
or unsanitary condition in violation of this section by an 
inspector of the Division, the driver of that autocab shall be 
punished by a fine of $5.00 for each day during or on which a 
violation occurs or continues. 


(c) No other sticker or poster, except the certificate 
of compliance and the inspection sticker provided for in section 
24:2-13 shall be affixed to the aforesaid right rear window of the 
autocab. 
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24:2-16. Maintenance in safe condition required. 


The inspectors of the Division shall maintain due 
vigilance over all autocabs to insure that they are maintained in 
a condition that is safe and sanitary for the transportation of 
passengers and to this end, they shall have the right, at any and 
all times, to inspect any and all licensed autocabs. The 
inspectors shall maintain a written record of the results of all 
such inspections. 


24:2-17. License revocations; suspensions. 


Licenses granted under the preceding sections of this 
ordinance may be revoked or suspended at any time by the Manager 
if the vehicle shall not be in a safe and sanitary condition for 


the transportation of passengers and kept in conformity with the 
terms of this Chapter, or for the violation of any of the rules and 
regulations promulgated by the Manager. 


24:2-18. Autocab identification; unlicensed vehicles. 


(a) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Chapter 
for any person to operate an autocab not licensed under this 
Chapter in such a manner as to be misleading or tend to deceive or 
defraud the pubic into believing said vehicle is a autocab or 
taxicab or is being operated as an autocab or taxicab. 


(b) No autocab covered by the terms of this Chapter 
shall be licensed if the color scheme or the name, monogram, or 
insignia to be used thereon shall conflict with, or imitate any 
color scheme, monogram, name, or insignia used by any other person, 
firm, or corporation operating an taxicab or taxicabs in the City 
of Newark in such a manner as to be misleading or tend to deceive 
or defraud the public. 


(c) If, after a license has been issued for an autocab 
hereunder, the color scheme, name,monogram, or insignia thereon is 
used by any other person, firm, or corporation operating an autocab 
or autocabs in the City of Newark in such manner as to be 
misleading or tend to deceive and defraud the public, the license 
for such autocab of autocabs may be revoked by the Manager or the 
Division after a hearing before the Commission. 


24:2-19. Record keeping; inspection of records. 


(a) The holder of an autocab license shall require the 
Griver to keep, and the driver of each autocab shall keep, a daily 
record upon which all trips shall be recorded. The daily record 
shall show the autocab number, license number of the driver, 
specific hours of duty, time and place of origin and destination 
of each trip and the amount of fare received for each trip. All 
such records shall be given to the holder of the autocab license 
and shall be retained for (one) 1 year by the holder of the autocab 
license. The holder of the autocab license shall be responsible 
for the maintenance of daily records of all autocabs operated by 
hin. 


(b) Every driver shall record in a book, maintained 
solely for such purpose: the time of departure from the garage of 
every licensed autocab; the name, address and license number of the 
driver thereof; the license number of the autocab and the time of 
the autocab's return to the principal place of business. 
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(c) All records provided for in this section shall be 
open to inspection by representatives of the police department and 


the Division. 
24:2-20. Enforcement by police department. 


The police department is authorized and instructed to 
observe the operations of the holders of autocab licenses and 
driver's licenses for the purpose of enforcing compliance with the 
provisions of this Chapter. Upon discovering any violation of this 
Chapter, the police department shall immediately take all 
appropriate police action, including the issuance of summonses, to 


this end. 
24:2-21. Reports anå complaints forwarded. 


Any and all complaints and all reports from the police 
department received by the Manager shall be forwarded to the 
Commission. 


24:2-22. Hearings and notice of hearings; review of 
decision. 


(a) Except as provided in subsection (b) of this 
section, prior to the suspension or revocation of a license or the 
imposition of a monetary penalty as provided in section 24:2-22, 
the licensee shall be given written notice of the charge against 
him/her and shall be given the opportunity for a hearing before 
the Commission. The licensee may be represented by legal counsel 
at any such hearing. The Manager shall be present at all hearings, 
and, at the conclusion of the hearing shall make a recommendation 
to the Commission concerning the charge made against the licensee. 
Upon consideration of the recommendation of the Manager, the 
Commission shall make a determination concerning the charge against 
the licensee. If the Commission determines that the licensee did 
commit the offense charged, the Manager shall impose a penalty in 
accordance with section 24:2-22 after a consideration of the charge 
and the record of the licensee. Any decision of the Commission 
shall be subject to appeal to the business administrator. All such 
hearings, appeals and decisions shall not be unduly delayed. 


(b) The Manager may suspend, pending a hearing, any 
autocab license and/or driver's license under this section if the 
insurance requirements of 24:2-4 or the inspections requirements 
under 24:2-13 are not complied with by the licensee. Any license 
may be suspended, pending a hearing, if the licensee fails to 
appear at a hearing before the Commission after receiving notice 
thereof. 


(c) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to preclude 
the removal of an autocab from service if it is found to be unsafe 
or unsanitary in violation of the provisions of this Chapter. 


24:2-23. Civil penalties. 


(a) All autocab licenses and driver's licenses issued 
under this Chapter, after a hearing before the Commission, May be 
revoked or suspended or a monetary penalty imposed, not to exceed 
$250.00 for the first offense; $500.00 for the second offense; and 
$1,000.00 for the third or subsequent offenses by the Manager, 
after review of the recommendations of the Commission if the holder 
or driver: 
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(1) Violated any of the provisions of this 
Chapter; 

(2) Discontinued operations for more than 
180 consecutive days; 

(3) Violated any other ordinance of the City 
or laws of the State of New Jersey or 
the United Sates, the violation of which 
reflects unfavorably on the fitness of 
the licensee to offer public transportation; 

(4) Has been found guilty of a high mis- 
demeanor within the licensed year; 

(5) Knowingly permitted the licensed autocab 
to be used for any illegal purpose; 

(6) Violated any rule or regulation promul- 
gated pursuant to this Chapter. 


(b) Penalties imposed under this section for any 
violations of subsection (a) above may be imposed on the holder of 
the autocab license, the autocab drivers, or both, except for 


violations of 24:2-4. 


(c) The holder of an autocab license shall receive a 
mandatory monetary penalty of $1,000.00 in addition to suspension 
or revocation of said license for violations of 24:2-4 (Insurance 


required). 


Section 2. Any person that desires to operate an autocab in 
the City of Newark must comply with all of the requirements of this 
ordinance upon its effective date. 


Section 3. Any and all ordinances or parts thereof 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take efect upon final passage 
and publication in accordance with the laws of the State of New 


Jersey.

N.J.S.A. 40:45-21. (Placing on a public referendum at the General Election of 
November 5, 1991, for Newark citizens to vote on the elimination of Municipal 


Run-Off Elections). " 
Council Member Martinez read the following statement: 


As you know the City of Newark experiences a run-off election 
as a result of the May Municipal election every four years. However, 
the reduced voter turnout for the run-off election is a clear 
demonstration of a growing lack of interest on the part of the public. 
In a year with a run-off election the public is confronted with a School 
Board election in April, a Municipal election in May, a primary election 
in June followed two weeks later by a run-off. All in a period of 
approximately six weeks. 


I have been contacted by residents from across the city who have 
indicated their desire to see run-offs eliminated. As shown by the 
results of such election in most cases the results are the same. 
However, the period between the Municipal and run-off election creates 
an atmosphere of divisiveness and tension that is both unwarranted 
and unnecessary, beside being expensive. 


The cost for each election to the City of Newark is approximately 
$250,000.00. This is money that could be used for many other concerns 
in the community. At this time given cuts in federal funding, cuts 
in state funding, increases in garbage disposal costs, sewage disposal, 
water costs, homelessness and crime, money is a critical issue. I 
am sure that $250,000.00 could be used to address these critical 
concerns. 


New Jersey statute allows the Newark Muncipal Council to place 
the question of continuing the run-off election process or eliminating 
it on the ballot for the general election in November. Such a move 
on the part of the Council would permit the public to decide the issue. 
I am of the opinion that it is the public and not elected officials, 
for whatever reason they might have, that should represent the voice 
of government. The people should be heard on this important issue. 


At the public meeting on April 3, 1991, I introduced an ordinance 
that would have placed the issue before the public. However, the vote 
was four (4) in favor, four (4) opposed and one (1) abstention resulting 
in a failure to pass. This action denied the people an opportunity 
to be heard. At a subsequent meeting on April 7, 1991 the issue again 
failed to pass. 


State law also provides in the absence of a decision by the elected 
officials the public may through a petition by registered voters bring 
a question to the ballot. To accomplish this the public must collect 
enough signatures of registered voters equaling ten percent (10%) of 
the total rates in the last general election for members of the New 
Jersey General Assembly. The petitions must be filed with the Newark 
City Clerk prior to August 31, 1991. If the petitions are ruled valid 
by the clerk the question will appear on the November ballot. 


I am of the opinion and many residents agree that, whether or 
not the answer is yes or no, the public has a right to be heard on 


this issue. Nine individuals should not be allowed to prevent a full 
public debate of this issue and resolution.

insurance policy or bond. 
(e) "City Clerk" means the Clerk of the City of Newark. 


(f) "Commission" means the Taxicab Commission within the 
Police Department of the City of Newark. 


(g) “Corporation Counsel" means the Corporation Counsel of 
the City of Newark. 
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; (h) "Division" means the Taxicab Division within the Police

(i) "Driver" means a person to whom a driver's license has 
been issued.

(n) "Person" means and includes any 8 individual, 
copartnership, association, corporation or joint stock company, 
their lessee, trustees or receivers appointed by any court 
whatsoever. 


(o) “Principal place of business" means the place or location 
of the business within the City of Newark where the autocabs are 
dispatched, stored and/or parked. 


24:2-2. Autocab License & Certificate of Compliance required. 


No person shall operate or permit an autocab owned or 
controlled by him or her to be operated as an autocab upon the 
streets of the City of Newark without first obtaining an autocab 
license and a driver's license from the Division; a certificate of 
compliance from the City Clerk; and livery plates from the Division 
of Motor Vehicles (DMV). 


24:2-3. Principal place of business; requirements. 


No person shall operate or permit an autocab owned or 
controlled by him or her to be operated as an autocab upon the 
streets of the City of Newark unless the principal place of his or 
her autocab business is in the City of Newark. Said principal 
place of business can only be located in those districts permitted 
by local zoning ordinances and shall not be combined with any 
residential property and/or any other business. All autocabs shall 
be garaged and shall not be stored and/or parked on the streets of 
the City of Newark. 


24:2-4. Expiration date and fees. 


(a) The term of each autocab license and driver's license 
issued by the Taxicab Division shall not exceed one (1) year and 
shall expire on March 31st of each year. 


(b) The annual license fee for the owner to operate each 
autocab in the City of Newark shall be $250.00. However, the fee 
for any license issued in September or anytime thereafter before 
the expiration date of March 31st of any given year shall be

24:2-5. Insurance required. 


(a) In order to insure the safety of the public, it shall be 
unlawful for any person to operate or cause or permit an autocab 
to be operated, nor shall any autocab license or certificate of 
compliance be issued until an insurance policy in compliance with 
N.J.S.A. 48:16-13 to 48:16-22 has been approved by the Corporation 
Counsel. Said insurance policy shall name the City of Newark as 
an additional insured and contain therein an endorsement indicating 
that their principal place of business is within the City of 
Newark. Upon the issuance of said license, the original insurance 
policy shall thereupon be filed forthwith with the Office of the 
city Clerk. 


(b) Any license issued hereunder shall only be effective for 
as long as the insurance policy remains in force and in accordance 
with the statutory amounts. In the event that the insurance is 
cancelled, the autocab license shall terminate on the effective 
date of the cancellation, unless the insurance has been reinstated 
and a withdrawal of the cancellation or a new policy of insurance 
has been submitted to the City Clerk prior thereto for the 
remainder of the license term. 


(c) Said insurance policy must provide therein that it shall 
not be cancelled except upon 20 days prior written notice to the 
Manager of the Division. 


24:2-6. Issuance of Certificate of Compliance; display. 


(a) Upon approval of the insurance policy by the Corporation 
counsel, the City Clerk shall issue a certificate of compliance in 
duplicate to the applicant showing that he has complied with the 
terms and provisions of N.J.S.A. 48:16-14. 


(b) The duplicate of said certificate shall be filed with the 
Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV) before such vehicle is registered 
as an autocab, ` or livery service. 


(c) The original certificate shall be posted in a conspicuous 
place within the autocab. 


24:2-7. Application proceđure; information required; renewals. 


(a) An application for an autocab license shall be made by 
the owner, lessee, bailee or driver of the autocab and shall be 
filed with the Manager of the Division upon forms provided by the 
Division, together with the autocab license fee of $250.00, the 
driver's license fee of $50.00, if applicable, and the $25.00 fee 
for the certificate of compliance. Said application shall be 
verified under oath and shall contain the following information: 


(1) Name and legal address of the applicant; 
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(2) Residence addresses for the past three

(4) Place and date of birth;

(10) The year, type, vin # and model of the autocab 
for which the license is desired; 

(11) The number of passengers the autocab is capable 
of transporting; . 

(12) The principal place of business of the autocab, 

` or livery service; 

(13) Any other pertinent information or documenta- 

tion requested by the Manager of the Division. 


(b) Upon an initial application for an autocab license and 
driver's license, the applicant shall submit to fingerprinting by 
the Newark Police Department. 


(c) Each application must be accompanied by a certificate 
from a licensed and practicing physician of the State of New 
Jersey, certifying that the applicant has been examined on a 
certain date, within sixty (60) days prior to the filing of the 
application; and that, in his or her professional opinion, the 
applicant is of sound physique, with good eyesight, not subject to 
epilepsy, vertigo, heart trouble, or any other infirmity of body 
or mind which might make the applicant unfit to safely operate an 
autocab and/or put the safety of a passenger(s) in jeopardy. 


(a) Each application shall be accompanied by four (4) 
passport-size photographs of the applicant taken within thirty (30) 
days of the application (front view size: 2x2 inches).

(g) The annual application for renewal of an autocab license 
shall be filed with the Division no later than 30 days prior to the 
expiration date of said license. 

24:2-8. Minimum qualifications. 


No autocab license or driver's license shall be issued unless 
the applicant shall: 
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(a) Furnish satisfactory evidence that he or she is the 
holder, for at least one (1) year prior to the date of application, 
of a valid automobile driver's license issued by the New Jersey 
Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV); 


(b) Is at least eighteen (18) years of age; 


(c) Has been a legal resident of New Jersey for one (1) 
year or more; . 


(a) Is able to read, write and speak the English 
Language; 


(e) Is a citizen or legal resident alien of the United 
States; 


(£) Furnish written proof that the applicant is the 
owner, lessee, employee, agent or servant of the owner of the 
autocab, -or livery service;

(h) No autocab license or driver's license shall be 
issued unless the applicant thereof has completed an annual 
orientation class(es) provided by the Division.

24:2-9. Investigation of Applicant; consideration. 


(a) Upon the filing of an application for an autocab 
license and driver's license, the Manager of the Division shall 
refer the same to the Newark Police Department which shall conduct 
an investigation of each applicant for an autocab license and 
driver's license. The applicant's photo and fingerprints, where 
required, shall be forwarded to the Newark Police Department's 
Bureau of Records and Identification. A report of such 
investigation and a copy of the traffic and police record of the 
applicant, if any, shall be attached to the application and 
returned for the consideration of the Commission. 


(b) The Manager of the Division and/or Commission shall 
consider the application, the police investigation report, the 
physician's certificate and any other documentation required to be 
attached thereto, the character, driving experience and 
responsibility of the applicant and any other relevant facts 
whatsoever and shall approve or reject the application.

A license may be transferred to 
another person to be used in a bona fide operation of an autocab 
business, with the consent of the Manager upon the recommendation 
of the Commission upon the filing of an application as provided in 
section 24:2-5 of these Revised Ordinances and upon payment of a 
transfer fee of $250.00 and the $25.00 fee for the Certificate of 
Compliance. 


(b) In the case of a transfer to a corporation, a copy 
of the certificate of incorporation issued by the State of New 
Jersey and the name of its registered agent shall also be filed; 
provided that if a corporation wishes to transfer an autocab 
license to another corporation to be used in a bona fide operation 
of an autocab business, and not less than seventy-five percent 
ownership of each corporation rests with the same person or group 
of person, then upon application and upon filing of a certificate 
of incorporation issued by the State of New Jersey and the name of 
its registered agent, and the consent of the Manager upon 
recommendation of the Commission and upon payment of an 
administrative fee of $50.00, the license shall be transferred. 
No transfer may be made during the month of November. 


(c) No autocab license shall be assigned, mortgaged, 
pledged or otherwise transferred to secure a debt, loan, advance 
or other financing transaction, unless such assignment, mortgage, 
pledge or other security arrangement is first approved by the 
Manager upon the recommendation of the Commission. 


(a) Approval of such transfers shall not be unreasonably 
withheld. 


(e) All driver's licenses are non-transferable. 


24:2-12. <Autocab license holder's responsibility for operation. 
Every holder of an autocab license shall be responsible 


for the operation of any autocab for which the license has been 
granted regardless of the legal relationship between such holder 
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and the driver of said autocab. 
24:2-13. Autocab rules and regulations; safety requirements. 


Autocab rules and regulations, maintenance and safety 
requirements shall be promulated by the Manager upon the 
recommendation of the Commission as he shall deem necessary. 


24:2-14. Autocab inspection; display of inspection sticker. 


(a) Prior to the use and operation of any autocab under 
the provisions of this Chapter, said autocab must pass the state 
(DMV) inspection first, and then said autocab shall be thoroughly 
examined and inspected by the Division and must be found to comply 
fully with such reasonable rules and regulations of the Division. 
New autocabs may use dealer inspection stickers if the vehicle is 
purchased in New Jersey. 


(b) Every autocab operating under the provisions of this 
Chapter shall be inspected not less than every three (3) months by 
the Division to insure the continued maintenance of safe operating 
conditions and full compliance of the autocab with the requirements 
of this section and the rules and regulations. All autocabs shall 
have affixed, by the Division, on the rear right window of said 
autocab, a sticker showing an approved inspection. 


(c) The Division shall maintain a record of all such 
inspections. 


(a) No autocab shall be operated upon the streets of the 
City of Newark without having affixed thereto, as herein provided, 
a current inspection sticker of such approval. 


24:2-15. Autocab must be clean and sanitary; penalty; display 
of other stickers prohibited. 


(a) Every autocab operating under this Chapter shall be 
kept in a clean and sanitary condition in accordance with the rules 
and regulations promulgated by the Manager. 


(b) When an autocab shall be found to be in an unclean 
or unsanitary condition in violation of this section by an 
inspector of the Division, the driver of that autocab shall be 
punished by a fine of $5.00 for each day during or on which a 
violation occurs or continues. 


(c) No other sticker or poster, except the certificate 
of compliance and the inspection sticker provided for in section 
24:2-13 shall be affixed to the aforesaid right rear window of the 
autocab. 


24:2-16. Maintenance in safe condition required. 


The inspectors of the Division shall maintain due 
vigilance over all autocabs to insure that they are maintained in 
a condition that is safe and sanitary for the transportation of 
passengers and to this end, they shall have the right, at any and 
all times, to inspect any and all licensed autocabs. The 
inspectors shall maintain a written record of the results of ali 
such inspections. 


24:2-17. License revocations; suspensions. 
Licenses granted under the preceding sections of this 


ordinance may be revoked or suspended at any time by the Manager 
if the vehicle shall not be in a safe and sanitary condition for 
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the transportation of passengers and kept in conformity with the 
terms of this Chapter, or for the violation of any of the rules and 
regulations promulgated by the Manager. 


24:2-18. Autocab identification; unlicensed vehicles. 


(a) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Chapter 
for any person to operate an autocab not licensed under this 
Chapter in such a manner as to be misleading or tend to deceive or 
defraud the pubic into believing said vehicle is a.autocab or 
taxicab or is being operated as an autocab or taxicab. 


(b) No autocab covered by the terms of this Chapter 
shall be licensed if the color scheme or the name, monogram, or 
insignia to be used thereon shall conflict with, or imitate any 
color scheme, monogram, name, or insignia used by any other person, 
firm, or corporation operating an taxicab or taxicabs in the City 
of Newark in such a manner as to be misleading or tend to deceive 
or defraud the public. 


(c) If, after a license has been issued for an autocab 
hereunder, the color scheme, name,monogram, or insignia thereon is 
used by any other person, firm, or corporation operating an autocab 
or autocabs in the City of Newark in such manner as to be 
misleading or tend to deceive and defraud the public, the license 
for such autocab of autocabs may be revoked by the Manager or the 
Division after a hearing before the Commission. 


24:2-19. Record keeping; inspection of records. 


(a) The holder of an autocab license shall require the 
driver to keep, and the driver of each autocab shall keep, a daily 
record upon which all trips shall be recorded. The daily record 
shall show the autocab number, license number of the driver, 
specific hours of duty, time and place of origin and destination 
of each trip and the amount of fare received for each trip. All 
such records shall be given to the holder of the autocab license 
and shall be retained for (one) 1 year by the holder of the autocab 
license. The holder of the autocab license shall be responsible 
for the maintenance of daily records of all autocabs operated by 
him. 


(b) Every driver shall record in a book, maintained 
solely for such purpose: the time of departure from the garage of 
every licensed autocab; the name, address and license number of the 
driver thereof; the license number of the autocab and the time of 
the autocab's return to the principal place of business. 


(c) All records provided for in this section shall be 
open to inspection by representatives of the police department and 
the Division. 


24:2-20. Enforcement by police department. 


The police department is authorized and instructed to 
observe the operations of the holders of autocab licenses and 
driver's licenses for the purpose of enforcing compliance with the 
provisions of this Chapter. Upon discovering any violation of this 
Chapter, the police department shall immediately take all 
appropriate police action, including the issuance of summonses, to 
this end. 
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24:2-21. Reports and complaints forwarded. 


Any and all complaints and all reports from the police 
department received by the Manager shall be forwarded to the 
Commission.

Upon consideration of the recommendation of the Manager, the 
Commission shall make a determination concerning the charge against 
the licensee. If the Commission determines that the licensee did 
commit the offense charged, the Manager shall impose a penalty in 
accordance with section 24:2-22 after a consideration of the charge 
and the record of the licensee. Any decision of the Commission 
shall be subject to appeal to the business administrator. All such 
hearings, appeals and decisions shall not be unduly delayed. 


(b) The Manager may suspend, pending a hearing, any 
autocab license and/or driver's license under this section if the 
insurance requirements of 24:2-4 or the inspections requirements 
under 24:2-13 are not complied with by the licensee. Any license 
may be suspended, pending a hearing, if the licensee fails to 
appear at a hearing before the Commission after receiving notice 
thereof. 


(c) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to preclude 
the removal of an autocab from service if it is found to be unsafe 
or unsanitary in violation of the provisions of this Chapter. 


24:2-23. Civil penalties. 


(a) All autocab licenses and driver's licenses issued

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(b) Penalties imposed under this section for any 
violations of subsection (a) above may be imposed on the holder of 
the autocab license, the autocab drivers, or both, except for 
violations of 24:2-4. 


(c) The holder of an autocab license shall receive a 
mandatory monetary penalty of $1,000.00 in addition to suspension 
or revocation of said license for violations of 24:2-4 (Insurance 
required).

Markets, of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Newark, 1966, as amended and . 
supplemented. (By revising the rules and regulations per the operation of Public 
Markets). 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 11, Public Markets, of the Revised 
Ordinances of the City of Newark, 1966, as amended anā 
supplemented, be and is hereby amended and supplemented to read 
in its entirety as follows: 


8:11-1. DEFINITIONS 
(a) As used in this Chapter: 


(i) Direçtor means the Director of the 
Department of Land Use Control and/or his designee. 


(ii) Issue means both the initial issuance 
and/or the renewal of any license or licenses 
herein, unless otherwise specified. 


(iii) Operate means to manage, lease, control, 
direct, co-ordinate, preside over, own, or otherwise 
establish or maintain any Public Market. 


(iv) Operator means any person who shall 
operate a Public Market. 


(v) Owner means any person who owns, leases, 
controls, possesses, manages, holds as trustee or 
bailor, operates, controls, acts as agent for, or 
otherwise has any legal, equitable or beneficent 
interest in either any real property upon or within 
which a Public Market is in any wise situated, ex- 
isting or operating, or in any Public Market itself. 


(vi) Person means any natural or legal person, 
or any business, non-profit, charitable, religious 
or other type or form of organization or entity of 
any kind whatsoever, or any group of persons 
operating as a single organization or entity of any 
kind whatsoever. This term shall also refer to any 
government or governmental entity or organization 
which is liable under this Chapter.

8:11-2. LICENSES REQUIRED 


(a) No person shall engage, carry on, or otherwise operate 
a retail or wholesale business, through the use of open space 
in privately owned, city owned, or otherwise government owned 
Public Markets, or sell, offer for sale, barter, exchange 
and/or trade, either wholesale or retail, any goods or services 
whatsoever, whether as an Operator of, or a Vendor in, a Public 
Market, without first having obtained a license therefor from 
the Director.

(b) The Owner of any Public Market, or any real property 
upon which a Public Market is situated, shall be presumed to be 
the Operator thereof if no other person has obtained a license 
for the said Public Market. 


(c) It is a violation of this ordinance for any Owner to 
permit his property to be used as a Public Market without first 
having obtained a license, regardless of whether or not such 
use was with or without compensation to the Owner. This shall 
apply equally to all co-Owners. 


(d) It isa violation of this ordinance to be an Owner or 
Operator of a Public Market, or the Owner of the property upon 
which it is situated, without first having obtained a license.

(a) The Director is hereby authorized to issue a license 
to any Public Market. This license shall be applied for by its 
Operator but shall be individual and separate for each Public 
Market an Operator may establish or maintain. Such license may 
be issued upon the payment of a fee of $500.00 per year and 
shall expire upon January ist of each year. The fee shall be 
payable upon presentation of the application and shall be 
returned less the sum of $50.00 in the event the license is not 

anted. 


(b) Each Public Market license may only be issued to one 
Operator. If an Operator is not a natural person, the Operator 
must designate a natural person who will be the agent for the 
service of any process, summons or pleadings upon it.

(£) Prior to the issuance of any Public Market license, 
the Director shall review his files for any currently suspended 
or revoked license existing for the said Operator, and may not 
issue a Public Market license to any person who currently has 
had a Public Market license, issued to him as Operator, revoked 
or suspended. 
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8:11-6. OWNERS & OPERATORS: RULES AND REGULATIONS 
. AUTHORIZED 


(a) The Director of the Department of Land Use Control is 
hereby authorized to establish rules and regulations for the 
regulation and control of Public Markets, and their Owners 
and/or Operators. A copy of any such rules and regulations 
issued shall be maintained and kept on file with the Office of 
the City Clerk. 


(b) No license can legally be issued to any Public Market 
held in any open place unless the premises for which the 
license is to be issued shall have a fence, wall or other 
barricade of any conventional fencing or waill-building 
material. Such fence, wall or barricade shall be at least seven 
(7) feet high, installed along all property lines, except where 
the wall of any building situated on the premises abuts a 
property line or is within six (6") inches of same.

No license shall be issued to a Public Market if that 
public Market, or its Operator, is then currently in violation 
of an Newark City Ordinance, including, but not limited to, 
zoning, sales, sanitation, fire and building ordinances.

15:13-1. Armed Security Guard Required 


Except as is otherwise herein provided, all public and 
private housing complexes in the City of Newark, New Jersey, 
which contain over 225 housing units shal] be required to 
have present on the premises an armed security guard for eight 
hours of every twenty-four hours during each day of a year. 
Housing units which are situated on the grounds of hospitals, 
regularly patrolled by a security force, and wherein such 
grounds are revisited by a security patrol at least once per 
hour, shall be exempt from the requirement of maintaining 
an armed security guard on the premises. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to any dwelling unit which is 
a condominium development or any rental or condominium 
complexes with units each having an individual exterior 
entrance. 


15:13-2. Definitions 


A housing unit for the purposes of this chapter shall 
be any complex whose function is to provide housing for 
over 225 families. 


An armed security guard shal? be a guard armed with a 
handgun, who is licensed or otherwise allowed by law to 
carry such a weapon while performing the duties of a 
security guard. 


15:13-3. Penalty. 


Violations of this ordinance (chapter) by any person or 
corporation shall be punishable by a fine of at least $100.00 
but not exceeding $1,000.00 or by imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding 90 days, or by a period of community service 
not to exceed 90 days. Each day's violation of this ordinance 
(chapter) shall constitute a separate offense.

Municipal Qualified Bond Act, N.J.S.A. 40A:3-1, et seq. Within ten 
(10) days after the date of issuance of qualified bonds, the City 
shall certify to the State Treasurer the name and address of the 
paying agent, the maturity schedule, interest rate and dates of 
payment of debt service on such qualified bonds. The bonds must 
be registered bonds, registered as to both principal and interest, 
or as consistent with any applicable law in effect as of the date 
of issuance. The form, date, denomination, interest rate and 
Maturity of the bonds shall be as hereafter determined by 
resolution of the Municipal Council. 

Section 6. The Director of Finance of the City of Newark 
("Chief Financial Officer") is hereby authorized to issue temporary 
notes or loan bonds (hereinafter "notes") of the City. All notes 


issued hereunder shall mature at such time and bear interest at 
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such rate or rates as may be determined by the Chief Financial 
Officer; provided that no note shall mature later than one (1) year 
from its date. Except as to terms or conditions with respect to 
such notes as may be fixed or required by the Local Finance Board 
pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40A:3-6, the Chief Financial Officer of the 
City is hereby authorized and directed to determine all matters in 
connection with said notes not determined by this or a subsequent 
resolution and said officer's signature upon said notes shall be 
conclusive as to such determination; and all such notes issued 
hereunder may be renewed from time to time subject to the 
provisions of N.J.S.A. 40A:2-8, N.J.S.A. 40A:2-28 and N.J.S.A. 
40A:3-6. The Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell 
part or all of the notes from time to time at public or private 
sale in such amounts as said officer may determine at not less than 
par and to deliver them to the purchaser thereof upon receipt of 
payment of the purchase price, plus accrued interest from their 
date to the date of delivery thereof and payment therefor. The 
Chief Financial Officer is authorized and directed to report in 
writing to the Municipal Council at the meeting next succeeding the 
date when any sale or delivery of the notes pursuant to this 
ordinance is made, such report to include the amount, description, 
interest rate and maturity of the notes sold, the price obtained 
and the name of the purchaser. 

Section 7. The Chief Financial Officer is further authorized 
to determine the terms of the Bonds, and enter into any contracts 
or agreements to implement the issuance of the Bonds including 
agreements for bond insurance, rating agencies, printing, financial 
advisors, auditors and legal services, which terms and agreements 
shall be consistent with the Local Bond Law, or other applicable 
law and consistent with the terms of this ordinance. The Chief 
Finnacial Officer is directed to report in writing to the Municipal 
Council at the meeting next succeeding the entering into said 
contracts, agreements and determinations pursuant to this 


ordinance. 


Section 8. An application and a certified copy of this 
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ordinance as passed on first reading shall be filed with the Local 
Finance Board (the "Board") to qualify the bonds pursuant to the 


Municipal Qualified Bond Act. Upon satisfactory investigation by 


the Board, the Board may, by resolution, determine that the City 
is entitled to issue qualified bonds. Within sixty (60) days after 
the submission of the application and the certified copy of this 
ordinance, the Board shall cause its consent to be endorsed upon 
the ordinance authorizing the issuance of the qualified bonds if 
it shall be satisfied, and it shall be recorded by resolution that 
the City is entitled to issue qualified bonds. 

Section 9. Any funds received from the State of New Jersey, 
or the County of Essex or any of their agencies or any funds 
received from the United States of America or any cf its agencies 
or from any other source in aid of such purpose, shall be applied 
to the payment of the cost of such purpose, or to payment of the 
obligations issued pursuant to this ordinance. The amount of 
obligations authorized but not issued hereunder shall be reduced 
to the extent such funds are so used. 

Section 10. It is hereby determined that the period within 
which the bonds shall mature shall be not more than thirty (30) 
years and shall be consistent with Section 4(b) hereof. 

Section 11. The Capital Budget of the City of Newark is 
hereby amended to conform with the provisions of this ordinance to 
the extent of any inconsistency herewith. The resolution in the 
form promulgated by the Local Finance Board showing full detail of 
the amended capital budget and capital program as approved by the 
Director of the Division of Local Government Services is on file 
with the Clerk and is available for public inspection. 

Section 12. The governing body of the City hereby covenants 
on behalf of the City to take any action necessary or refrain from 
taking an action in order to preserve the tax-exempt status of the 
debt obligations authorized hereunder as is required under the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, including compliance 
with said Code with regard to the use, expenditure, investment, 
timely reporting and the rebate of investment earnings as may be 


required thereunder. 
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Section 13. The full faith and credit of the City are hereby ~ 7 
pledged to the punctual payment of the principal of and interest 
on said obligations authorized by this bond ordinance. Said 
obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the City, and 
unless paid from other revenues of the City, the City shall be 
obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property 
within the City for the payment of said obligations and interest 
thereon without limitation as to rate or amount. 

Section 14. To the extent that any previous ordinance or 
resolution is inconsistent with or contradictory hereto, said 
ordinance or resolution is hereby repealed or amended to the extent 
necessary to make it consistent herewith. 

Section 15. This bond ordinance shall take effect twenty (20) 
days after the first publication thereof, after final adoption, as 
provided by said Local Bond Law.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF NEWARK, IN THE COUNTY OF ESSEX, NEW JERSEY (not less than two- 
thirds of all the members thereof affirmatively concurring) AS 
FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Local Bond Law and the Local 
Budget Law of the State of New Jersey, including N.J.S.A. 40A:2- 
39, the City of Newark, County of Essex, State of New Jersey 
(hereinafter the "City") hereby determines that $381,000 of capital 
appropriations, including bond proceeds as hereinafter set forth,

On August 21, 1991, the City Clerk notified the applicant, the applicant's 
attorney, the appellants and objectors that an appeal in this matter would be heard 
by the Municipal Council at their regular meeting September 4, 1991, at 1:00 P.M., 
in the Municipal Court, Part V, Third Floor, 31 Green Street, Newark, N.J. 


At the September 4, 1991 meeting, the Municipal Council deferred action 
on the application until this meeting, per request of Edna Baugh, Attorney for 
the appellants. 


On September 5, 1991, the City Clerk notified the applicant, the applicant's 
attorney, the appellants and objectors that an appeal in this matter would be heard 
by the Municipal Council at their regular meeting October 2, 1991, at 1:00 P.M., 
in the Municipal Court, Part V, Third Floor, 31 Green Street, Newark, N.d. 


President Tucker stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal from 
the decision of the Board of Adjustment in the matter of application of Rui M. 
Freitas, Applicant and Antonio and Deolinda Batista, Owners, under contract to 
permit in a second industrial district construction of a two story automobile 
body and fender repair and spray painting shop and with entrance conducive to 
a back-out maneuver; and subject to site plan approval, on premises 87-91 Lafayette 
Street and 15-21 Columbia Street. We may hear argument only from the parties 
to the appeal, that is the person or persons who filed the appeal and the one 
who was granted the variance. Either party may be represented by an attorney. 
No new testimony will be heard by the Municipal Council, only argument based 
on the record made before the Board of Adjustment. For the benefit of the parties 
who are not represented by an attorney, that means they may state the reasons 
for their position on the variance and they may point to testimony before the 
Board to support their position. However, they cannot bring in new testimony 
or other evidence. 


This is the time and the place for the appeal to commence. 


MS. EDNA BAUGH, ATTORNEY FOR APPELLANTS, addressed the Members of the Municipal 
Council requesting that this variance be rejected due to on-going complaints 
by her clients, about the large amount of dust, fumes and noise caused by the 
present operation. Ms. Baugh believed that approval of this variance for the 
proposed expansion would be detrimental to the residents of this community. 


MR. FRANK GIANTOMASI, ATTORNEY FOR APPLICANT AND OWNERS, addressed the Members 
of the Municipal Council requesting that the variance be granted because this 
expansion would increase his clients business. 


Council Member Martinez stated the following: 


"On June 26, 1991, the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
voted 5 to 2 to grant a use variance to the applicants. The 
variance permits construction of a two story automobile body 
and fender repair and spray painting shop in a Second 
Industrial district. 


The applicants were represented by Mr. Francis J. 
Giantomasi, Esq.; the witness on behalf of the application was 
Rui Freitas. Objectors who spoke in opposition to the 
application were William Mikesell, Richard Friffel, Joseph Munn 
and Herbert Baumer. 
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The record made before the Board of Adjustment 
reveals that Mr. Antonio Batista has owned and operated an auto 
body and fender repair and spray painting shop at this location 
since 1980. The building presently consists of a one-story 
garage. Mr. Batista is now under contract to purchase the 
vacant lot next door to his shop. The applicants intend to 
demolish a wall in the present structure and enlarge the 
building which will extend into the presently vacant lot. The 
structural expansion is needed because of increased business. 
The adjacent lot has been vacant for the past 10 to 15 years 
and Mr. Freitas testified that unknown persons use the lot as 
a dump site. He further testified that ‘he structural 
expansion would result in additional jobs for local people. 


No evidence was put before the Board of Adjustment 
concerning specific structural and architectural plans because 
the applicant did not seek site plan approval from the Zoning 
Board. Mr. Giantomasi stated that his client intends to apply 
to the Central Planning Board for site plan approval. 


One objector stated that the present operation 
generated a fair amount of dust and noise and causes some 
congestion. Another objector stated that expansion of the 
business would detract from the area's renaissance. An 
objector who lives next to the existing shop stated that fumes 
are emitted into the air by the spray paint operation. The 
final objector to speak on the record stated that he objected 
because it would cause neighborhood people to move and the 
remaining properties would be less secure. 


After all testimony was presented, the Board of 
Adjustment adopted a resolution dated July 17, 1991 approving 
the application for a "D" variance (attachnent A). The 
decision was based on certain factual findings which were 
embodied in the Board's resolution. 


The Board of Adjustment further determined that the 
relief requested would not cause substantial detriment to the 
public good without substantially impairing the intent and 
purpose of the zoning plan and ordinances cf the City of 
Newark. 


Under present law, this Council, as the City's 
governing body, has the authority to make a de novo review of 
the record established before the Board of Acjjustment. The 
governing body can reach its own decision in this matter 
subject only to the requirements that its findings and 
conclusions are supported by the record. Cerdel Construction 
Co. Inc. V. East Hanover, 86 N.J. 303 (1981). The Council's 
power is comprehensive and it my reverse, remand or affirm the 
final decision of the Board Adjustment with or without the 
imposition of conditions. 


Applying such a standard of review, the Council has 
reviewed the transcript of the hearings before the Board of 
Ac -ustment and makes the following determinations: 


1. The applicant demonstrated special reasons for 
needing the use variance in that the present structure which 
houses the existing non-conforming use is outdated as the 
result of increased business. Refusal of the variance would 
result in undue hardship. 
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2. The applicant satisfied the negative criteria of 
the iaw in that the expansion will result in better control of 
the use of the lot and will eliminate the use of the vacant lot 
as a weed infested dump. Thus there will be no substantial 
detriment to the public good and no substantial impairment of 
the Zoning Ordinance or the Master Plan. 


, 3. The expansion of the non-conforming use does not 
include any change in the present non-conforming use which has 
existed since 1980 by this applicant. 


, 4. The factual findings found by the Zoning Board 
of Adjustment are also found by this body. 


, _ 5. The applicant plans to submit a site plan 
application to the Central Planning Board. Therefore, this 
body does not have some data before it that ideally would allow 
us to _ consider the impact of the entire proposal on the 
community. For this reason certain conditions will be imposed. 
The applicants must: 


(a) use appropriate methods to vent paint and dust 
through the use of necessary air filters and ventilation 
mechanisms; 


(b) comply with all fire safety regulations; 
(c) comply with all environmental regulations; 


(d) build a spray painting booth in compliance with 
all federal, state and local requirements. 


Based on the foregoing reasons and with adherence to 
the conditions imposed, the Municipal Council should affirm the 
Zoning Board's decision. The 'D' variance allowing expansion 
of the present non-conforming use should be granted.”

(a) “Commission" means the Taxicab Commission within the 
Police Department of the City of Newark. 


(h) “Corporation Counsel” means the Corperation Counsel of 
the City of Newark. 


(i) "Dispatch" means an_instruction to a driver by a} e to 
provide transportation to a passenger who has previously ar. aged 


suc ortation w base. 


(i) "Division" means the Taxicab Division within the Police 
Department of the city of Newark. 


(k) "Driver" means a person to whom a driver's license has 
been issued. 


(1) “Driver's License" means a license issued by the 
Commission to persons who meet the Commission's qualifications 
of a for-hire driver of an autocab. 


(m) "Holder" means a person to whom an autocab license has 
been issued. 


(n) “Limousine or Livery Service" means and includes the 


_ business of carrying passengers for hire by autocabs. 


(o) "Manager" means the Manager of the Taxicab Division. 


(p) "Person" means and includes any individual, 
copartnership, association, corporation or joint stock Company 
their lessee, trustees or receivers appointed by any court 
whatsoever. ` 


(a) "Principal place of F-siness" means the place or location 
of the business within the C_.y of Newark where the autocabs are 
dispatched, stored and/or parked. 
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24:2-2. Autocab License & Certificate of Compliance required. 


(a) No person shall operate or permit an autocab owned or 
controlled by him or her to be operated as an autocab upon the 
streets of the City of Newark without first obtaining an autocab 
license and a driver's license from the Division; a certificate 
compliance from the City Clerk; and livery plates from the 
Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV) if: 


(1) his or her principal place of business is 
in the City of Newark; or 


(2) his _or her base is in the City of Newark; 
or 


(3) the majority of his or her autocab business 
is in the City of Newark. 


(b) Each person operating an autocab within the City of 
Newark shall be affiliated and/or associated with a base. 


24:2-3. Principal place of business; requirements. 


The principal place of business or base can only be 
located in those districts permitted by local zoning ordinances 
and shall not be combined with any residential property and/or 
any other business. All autocabs shall be garaged and shall not 
be stored and/or parked on the streets of the City of Newark. 


24:2-4. Expiration date and fees. 


(a) The term of each autocab license and driver's license 
issued by the Division shall not exceed one (1) year and shall 
expire on March 31st of each year. 


(b) The annual license fee for the owner to operate each 
autocab in the City of Newark shall be $250.00 and shall be paid 
in full on or before March 1st of each year. For the first year 
that this Ordinance takes effect the annual license fee shall þe 
prorated accordingly based on the date of issuance. However, the 
fee for any license issued thereafter shall be $250.00. Said fee 
shall be made payable to the Taxicab Division. 


(c) The annual license fee for each driver (other than the 
owner) to operate an autocab in the City of Newark shall be 
$50.00. Said fee shall be made payable to the Taxicab Division. 


(a) Such license fees shall be in addition to the $25.00 fee 
made payable to the City Clerk for the certificate of compliance 
issued by the City Clerk and any other fees or charges 
established by the City of Newark which are applicable to 
autocabs. 


(e) The autocab license fee, driver's license fee and the 
fee for the certificate of compliance shall be payable upon the 
presentation of the application to the Manager of the Division, 

ho i orward the ccordi o opriat 
offices. In the event that the license is denied or the 
application is withdrawn, all fees shall be returned less the sum 
of $50.00 for filing costs (i.e., $25.00 each for the filing cost 
shall be retained by the Division and the City Clerk). 
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24:2-5. Insurance required. 


(a) In order to insure the safety of the public, it 
shall be unlawful for any person to operate or cause or permit 
an autocab to be operated, nor shall any autccab license or 
certificate of compliance be issued until an insurance policy in 
compliance with N.J.S.A. 48:16-13 to 48:16-22 has been approved 
by the Corporation Counsel. Said insurance policy shall name the 
city of Newark as an additional insured and contain therein an 
endorsement indicating that their principal place of business is 
within the City of Newark. Upon the issuance of said license, 
the original insurance policy shall thereupon be filed forthwith 
with the Office of the City Clerk. 


(b) Any licence issued hereunder shall only be effective 
for as long as the insurance policy remains in force and in 
accordance with the statutory amounts. In the event that the 


insurance is cancelled, the autocab license shall terminate on 
the effective date of the cancellation, unless tne insurance has 
been reinstated and a withdrawal of the cancellation or a new 
policy of insurance has been submitted to the City Clerk prior 
thereto for the remainder of the license term. 


(c) Said insurance policy must provide therein that it 
shall not be cancelled except upon (20) days pricr written notice 
to the Manager of the Division. 


24:2-6 Issuance of Certificate of Compliance; display. 


(a) Upon approval of the insurance policy by the 
Corporation Counsel, the City Clerk shall issue a certificate of 
compliance in duplicate to the applicant showing that he has 
complied with the terms and provisions of N.J.S.A. 48:16-14. 


(b) The duplicate of said certificate shall be filed 
with the Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV) before such vehicle is 
registered as an autocab, limousine or livery service. 


(c) The original certificate shall be posted in a 
conspicuous place within the autocab. 


24:2-7. Application procedure; information required; renewals. 


(a) An application for an autocab license shall be made 
by the owner, lessee, bailee or driver of the autocab and shall 
be filed with Manager of the Division upon forms provided by the 
Division, together with the autocab license fee of $250.00, the 
driver's license fee of $50.00, if applicable, and the $25.00 fee 
for the certificate of compliance payable as indicated in 
section 24:2-4 above. Said application shall be verified under 
eath and shall contain the following information: 


(1) Name and legal address of the applicant; 


(2) Resident addresses for the past three (3) 
years; 

(3) Age, height, color of eyes and hair; 

(4) Place and date of birth; 

(5) Marital status; 

(6) Previous employment and employers for the 
past three (3) years. 

(7) Whether the applicant has ever been convicted 
of a crime punishable by more than one year 
imprisonment or a violation of this Chapter; 

(8) Whether his or her driver's license, issued 
by any state, foreign country or municipality, 
has been suspended or revoked for any cause, 
and the particulars thereof; 
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(9) The name of the owner and driver of the autocab, 
limousine or livery service and the applicant's 
relationship to said person; 

(10) The year, type, vin # and model of the autocab 
for which the license is desired; 

(11) The number of passengers the autocab is capable 
of transporting; 

(12) The principal place of business of the autocab, 
limousine or livery service; 

(13) Any other pertinent information or documentation 
requested by the Manager of the Division. 


(b) Upon an initial application for an autocab license and 
driver's license, the applicant shall submit to fingerprinting 
by the Newark Police Department. 


(c) Each application must be accompanied by a certificate 
from a licensed and practicing physician of the State of New 
Jersey, certifying that the applicant has been examined on a 
certain date, within sixty (60) days prior to the filing of the 
application; and that, in his or her professional opinion, the 
applicant is of sound physique, with good eyesight, not subject 
to epilepsy, vertigo, heart trouble, or any other infirmity of 
body or mind which might make the applicant unfit to safely 
operate an autocab and/or put the safety of a passenger in 
jeopardy. 


(d) Each application shall be accompanied by four (4) 
passport-size photographs of the applicant taken within thirty 
(30) days of the application (front view size: 2x2 inches). 


(e) Each application shall be accompanied by an original and 
one copy of a current insurance policy in accordance with the 
requirements of this Chapter and the Laws of the State of New 
Jersey. 


(f) At the time of application the owner of the autocab, 
limousine or livery service shall execute a Power of Attorney 
appointing the chief fiscal officer of the City of Newark as his 
true and lawful attorney for the purpose of acknowledging service 
of any process for indemnity under the policy, which shall be 
filed, together with the insurance policy with the City Clerk. 


(g) The annual application for renewal of an autocab license 
shall be filed with the Division no later than (30) days prior 
to the expiration date of said license. 


24:2-8. Minimum qualifications. 


No autocab license or driver's license shall be issued 
unless the applicant: 


(a) Furnishes satisfactory evidence that he or she is 
the holder, for a least one (1) year prior to the date of 
application, of a valid automobile driver's license issued by the 
New Jersey Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV); 


(pb) Is at least eighteen (18) years of age; 


(c) Has been a legal resident of New Jersey for one (1) 
year or more; 


(a) Is able to speak and understand the English 
Language; 


(e) Is a citizen or legal resident alien of the United 
States; 


(£) Furnishes written proof that the applicant is the 
owner, lessee, employee, agent or servant of the owner of the 
autocab, limousine or livery service; 
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(g) Obtain a certificate of compliance ‘rom the City 
Clerk. 


(h) No autocab license or driver's license shall be 
issued unless the applicant thereof has completed an annual 
orientation class(es) provided by the Division. All drivers 
shall be required to attend subsequent orientation classes once 
every three (3) years if offered. 


24:2-9. Investigation of Applicant; consideration. 


(a) Upon the filing of an application for an autocab 
license and driver's license, the Manager of the Livision shall 
refer the same to the Newark Police Department which shall 
conduct an investigation of each applicant for an autocab license 
and driver's license. The applicant's photo and fingerprints, 
where required, shall be forwarded to the Newark Police 
Department's Bureau of Records and Identification. A report of 
such investigation and a copy of the traffic and police record 
of the applicant, if any, shall be attached to the application 
and returned for the consideration of the Commission. 


(b) The Manager of the Division and/or Conmission shall 
consider the application, the police investigation report, the 
physician's certificate and any other documentation required to 
be attached thereto, the character, driving experience and 
responsibility of the applicant and any other relevant facts 
whatsoever and shall approve or reject the application. However, 
no autocab license or driver's license shall be issued until a 
written police investigation report is received from the Newark 
Police Department's Bureau of Records and Identification, showing 
the result of the investigation of the applicant's prior police 
history, if any, through an examination of the fingerprints. If 
a delay of more than thirty (30) days is encountered between the 
date of fingerprinting and the receipt of the results of a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) or a New Jersey State 
Police fingerprint check, the Manager of the Division may issue 
the applicant a temporary license for a period not to exceed six 
(6) months based on a check through the fingerprints on file with 
the Newark Police Department. If, when received by the Division, 
all results of the fingerprint checks by the FBI and the New 
Jersey State Police show that the applicant is unfit to obtain 
a license, the Division may immediately revoke the applicant's 

icense. 


(c) If the application is rejected, the applicant may 
make a written request, within thirty (30) days of such rejection 
for a hearing before the Commission to offer evidence why the 
application should be reconsidered. 


24:2-10. Issuance of Autocab License and Driver's License; 
contents; display. 


Upon approval of an application for an autocab license 
and driver's license by the Manager and/or Commission, the Manager 
shall issue the license to the applicant. The license shall bear 
the name, signature and photo of the applicant. It shall also 
contain the City of Newark's license number and bear the signature 
of the Manager of the Division, together with a notice that in case 
of a complaint, the Division shall be notified of the autocab 
license number and/or driver's license number. 


Upon receipt, the autocab driver shall display the 
autocab license, together with the driver's license, on the left 
visor or on top of the right side of the dashboard in full view of 
any passenger(s) in the rear seat of said autocab at all times. 
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24:2-11. Transfer of Autocab License and Driver's License; 
transfer fee; license not subject to hypothecation. 


(a) No autocab license may be sold assigned or otherwise 
transferred without the consent of the Manager upon the 
recommendation of the Commission. A license may be transferred to 
another person to be used in a bona fide operation of an autocab 
business, with the consent of the Manager upon the recommendation 
of the Commission upon the filing of an application as provided in 
section 24:2-7 of these Revised Ordinances and upon payment of a 
transfer fee of $250.00 and the $25.00 fee for the Certificate of 
Compliance. 


(b) In the case of a transfer to a corporation, a copy 
of the certificate of incorporation issued by the State of New 
Jersey and the name of its registered agent shall also be filed, 
provided that if a corporation wishes to transfer an autocab 
license to another corporation to be used in a bona fide operation 
of an autocab business, and not less than seventy-five (75%) 
percent ownership of each corporation rests with the same person 
or group of persons, then upon application and upon filing of a 
certificate of incorporation issued by the State of New Jersey and 
the name of its registered agent, and the consent of the Manager 
upon recommendation of the Commission and upon payment of an 
administrative fee of $50.00, the license shall be transferred. 
No transfer may be made during the month of November. 


(c) No autocab license shall be assigned, mortgaged, 
Pledged or otherwise transferred to secure a debt, loan, advance 
or other financing transaction, unless such assignment, mortgage, 
Pledge or other security arrangement is first approved by the 
Manager upon the recommendation of the Commission.

(DMV) inspection first, and then said autocab shall be thoroughly 
examined and inspected by the Division and must be found to 
comply fully with such reasonable rules and regulations of the 
Division. New autocabs may use dealer inspection stickers if the 
vehicle is purchase in New Jersey.

(b) When an autocab shall be found to be in an unclean 
or unsanitary condition in violation of this section by an 
inspector of the Division, the driver of that autocab shall be 
punished by a fine of $5.00 for each day during or on which a 
violation occurs or continues. 


(c) No other sticker or poster, except: the certificate 
of compliance and the inspection sticker provided for in section 
24:2-14 shall be affixed to the aforesaid right rear window of the 
autocab. 


24:2-16. Maintenance in safe condition required. 


The inspectors of the Division shall maintain due 
vigilance over all autocabs to insure that they are maintained in 
a condition that is safe and sanitary for the transportation of 
passengers and to this end, they shall have the :cight, at any and 
all times, to inspect any and all licensed autocabs.

rooming and boarding houses, except that dwelling 

quarters may be established in connection with any 

industrial establishment for one security person 

employed upon the premises and that hotels and motels 

are exempt from this provision. 


Section 2. Any ordinance or parts of ordinances irconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon final passage 
and publication in accordance with law.

pede tE) Street means all that area dedicated to public use for 
public street purposes and shall include but not be limited to 
roadways, parkways, alleys and sidewalks. 


22:23.1. Perpit required: Fee for a permit: 
Indemnity and Insyrance. 


(a) No person, association, partnership or corporation may 
place or maintain any telephone on or above any public street or 
sidewalk without having first obtained a permit as provided in this 
ordinance. Permits shall be issued by the Division of Permits and 
Licenses in the Department of Land Use Control subject to approval 


‘of the location and means of installation of the telephone. The 


permit required by this ordinance shall be in addition to any 


permit required pursuant to the Uniform Construction Code, N.J.S.A. 
52:27d-119 et seg. or any street occupancy or opening permit 


required by any other City ordinance. 
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(b) Before installation, a plan or sketch of the telephone 
shall be furnished to the Director of the Department of Engineering 
in sufficient detail to describe the size, location, equipment and 
means of installation and cabling. The Director of the Department 
of Engineering shall be notified before the removal of any 
telephone. A copy of the permit or the permit number shali be 


affixed to the telephone. 


(c) The initial fee for a permit shall be.$25.00 per year or 
any part of a year, the fee for a renewal permit shall be $106.00 
per year, provided, however, that no fee shall be charged for 
telephones furnished by the City of Newark as an accommodation to 
the public, or for permits issued to any person or entity which 
pays a franchise fee or tax for the use of public facilities. Such 
person or entity shall not, however, be exempt from the regulatory 
provisions of this ordinance. Permits shall be renewable annually 


on January 1 of each year. 


(d) The Director of the Department of Engineering shall be 
informed of the intent of any person to remove or relocate a 


telephone. 
(e) Before receiving a permit, an applicant shall: 


(1) Execute an indemnification agreement substantially 
as follows: 


The applicant and any other persons on whose 
behalf the application is made agree to defend, 
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Newark 
against liability for all claims for damage to 
property, or injury to or death of persons, 
arising out of or resulting from the issuance 
of the permit or the control, maintenance or 
ownership or use of each pay telephone. 


(2) File with the Division of Permits and Licenses in 
the Department of Land Use Control a general liability insurance 
policy of $1 million for bodily injury and $50,000.00 for property 
damage naming the City as additional insured against any injury, 
loss or damage that may result from placing or maintaining the 
telephone or telephone equipment on or above the sidewalk. 


22:23-3. Telephone rates to be posted: emergency calis. 


(a) Telephones shall permit the following calls to be placed 
without charge: 


(1) Calis to the 911 emergency number; 


(2) Emergency calls placed through operator assistance 
to the police and fire departments; 


(3) Calls placed through operator assistance to the 
police and fire departments by anyone identified as a member of 


either department. 


(b) Current telephone rates shall be posted on the telephone 
or on the telephone booth if applicable. 
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22:23-4. Standard for maintenance and installation. 


(a) Telephones shall comply with the following standards: 


(1) No booth surrounding a telephone shall exceed 8 feet 
in height, 4 feet in width or 4 feet in depth. 


(2) Each telephone shall be equipped with a coin return 
mechanism to permit a person using the mackine to secure an 
immediate refund if a call cannot be placed. fhe coin mechanism 
shall be maintained in good working order. 


(3) Each telephone shall have affixed to it, in a place 
visible to everyone using the telephone number of a address of the 
distributor and the telephone number of a working telephone service 
to report a malfunction, secure a refund, or give the notices 
provided for in this ordinance. These notices shall be displayed 
in both English and Spanish. 


(4) Telephones shall be maintained in a neat and clean 
condition and in good repair at all times. Without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, a telephone shall be served and 
maintained so that: 


(i) it is reasonably free of chipped, faded, 
peeling and cracked paint in the visible 
painted areas thereof;. 


(ii) it is reasonably free of rust and 
corrosion in the visible unpainted metal areas 
thereon; 


(iii) any clear plastic or glass parts are 
unbroken and reasonably free of cracks, dents, 
graffiti, blemishes and discolorations; 


(iv) any paper or cardboard parts or inserts 
are reasonably free of tears, peeling or 
fading; 


(v) the structural parts thereof are not 
broken or unduly misshapen; 


(vi) the telephone receiver is attached to the 
telephone. 


(5) Any owner or permittee who fails to mai 
telephone in working condition may be given a ten day notice to 
repair the telephone by the Division of Inspections of the 
Department of Land Use Control. If the telephone is not in working 
condition at the end of the ten day period, the Division of 
Inspections may revoke the permit unless the permittee provides 
assurance that the telephone shall be repaired or removed.

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22:23-5. Location and Placement Telephones 


(a) No telephone shall be permitted to rest upon, in or over

(2) unreasonably interferes with or impedes the flow of 
pedestrians or vehicular traffic, including any legally parked or 
stopped vehicles; or 


(3) unreasonably interferes with the ingress or egress 
from any residence or place of business; or 


(4) interferes with the use of traffic signs or signals, 
hydrants or mailboxes permitted at or near said location. 


(b) Telephones shall be placed, or otherwise secured, so as 
to prevent their being blown down or around the public street or 
sidewalk, but shall not be chained or otherwise secured, to any 
traffic or street signs, signals, hydrants or mailboxes. 


(c) No telephones shall be placed, installed, used or 
maintained: 


(1) within any marked crosswalk; 


(2) within 3 feet of a curb return of any unmarked 
crosswalks; 


(3) within 15 feet of any fire hydrant, fire call box, 
police call box or other emergency facility; 


(4) within 5 feet of any driveway; 


(5) within 3 feet of any public area improved with a 
lawn, flowers, shrubs, trees or other landscaping; 


(6) at any location whereby the clear space for the 
passage way of pedestrians is reduced to less than 6 feet; 


(7) within 3 feet of any building unless written 
permission is secured from the property owner and filed with the 
application. 


(8) within 10 feet of any entrance to a residence, store 
or public building. 


(d) Telephones shall not be placed on sidewalks in front of 
street addresses where there appears to be continuous criminal 
activity. Continuous criminal activity means reports to the police 
of more than four criminal incidents at an address in a month prior 
to the date of the application or more than 12 reported criminal 
incidents in a year prior to the date of the application. 


; (e) No telephone or telecommunication device shall be 
installed on the street or sidewalk without the permission of the 
abutting land owner. 


(f) No telephone or telecommunication device shall be placed 
on the sidewalk within 600 feet of any other pay telephone or 
telecommunication device on a sidewalk in a First or Second 
Residential District as these districts are described in the zoning 
ordinance of the City of Newark. 
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~ (g) No telephone or telecommunication device shall be placed 
on the sidewalk closer than 300 feet to any other pay telephone or 
telecommunication device on the sidewalk in a Third Residential of _ 
First Business District of the City. 


(h) No telephone or telecommunication device shall be placed 
on the sidewalk closer than 100 feet to any other pay telephone or 
telecommunication device in a Second, Third or Fourth Business 
District or any Industrial District of the city. 


22:23-6. Revocation. 


Upon the receipt of a complaint by a citizen or a ` 
representative of the Police Department that the location and use 
of a telephone interferes with the health and welfare of the 
public, the Director of the Department of Land Use Control shall 
conduct a hearing after providing notices of sam? to all affected 
parties to ascertain if the use of the telephcne endangers the 
health and welfare of the community. If he finds by a 
preponderance of the evidence presented that the use of the 
telephone constitutes a threat to the health ard welfare of the 
public he shall revoke any permit issued by his Department for the 
use of the telephone. He may also order such other relief as he 
deems fair including requiring the telephone to be restricted to 
outgoing calls only.

He said he can 
testify this developer was to appear in court, and neither he or his attorney 
did so. The attorney from the City and from the Housing Authority appeared and 
the Judge threw the case out of Court. He opined that every courtesy has been 
given to these people.

On Friday, December 13, 1991, Deputy Chief Thomas O'Reilly held 
a meeting to determine the impact of a proposed towing contract 


change. 


This proposal, made by Councilman Gary Haris, is to

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change the number of towing contracts from four to five. Presently, 

the four towing contracts are divided along Police District boundries 

( North, South East & West ). Councilman Harris is proposing that the 7 7 
system be amended to include a fifth tower and the boundries be along 

Political Wards ( North, South, East, West & Central ). 

To determine the impact this proposal would have on the Police Department, 

the following individual members were present: 


Captain Robert Scelfo - C.C.U. 
Captain James Cosgrove - North District

All of the above Department members in attendence were in agreement that 
the new proposal would have absolutely no benefit for the Department. 

The group found that the new proposal, if adopted, would require extensive 
changes in the Department Policies and Procedures. 


Because some of the Police Districts have as many as three political wards 
within their boundries, it would be necessary to program our Computer Aided 
Dispatch System ( CAD ) to identify these political boundries. Presently, 
an Officer towing a vehicle simply requests the Towing Service for his 
District. The Officer, under the proposed change, would be required to 

ask the dispatcher to query the CAD System to determine what towing service 
is to be called. This is a procedure that is presently not needed and 

would be both time-consuming and burdensome on the dispatcher and the Officer. 
Some may think that the Officer can be trained as to the Political boundries 
within the District. However, the Police District boundries are along 
natural boundries and somewhat stight and much less confusing. For this 
purpose, we have attached a visual description of the political boundries. 


From this visual description, it is clear that there are not enough exact 
coordinates and these would have to be expounded upon and entered into 

the CAD System. This would be both time-consuming and costly. There 
would be the requirement of an additional Police Officer to perform Lot 
Duties at the fifth lot. Administratively, there would be a need for more 
record keeping, ipe., Monthly, Quarterly and Annual Reports. . 


After viewing the political boundries, as compared to the Police District 

boundries, it can be seen that the Central Ward ( which would be the newly 

created towing area ) is not evenly divided between the four Police Districts. 

Rather, the majority ( 50% ) would be taken from the West District Towing 

Service and subsequently that would make the West District contract unmarket- 

able. This presentlyis not a cost problem but could, in the future, leave . - 
the West District or another District without a towing service and that would 

be a serious problem to both the City and the Department. 


If the City Council proceeds with the granting of a fifth towing contract, 
the following recommendation is suggested: the five towing services be 
contacted in a rotating order for police tows. This would require a 
record-keeping process by the central Communications Bureau.
